Douglas MacArthur announced today (Tuesday) while PT boats cut 
off Japanese reinforcements coming in by barges. 


Naval units off Gali, 
below Saidor, turned their guns on 
Japanese forces trapped between 
Americans and 
pushing up the coast from 
Huon peninsula. 

With heavy machineguns blaz- 
PT boats sank 11 Japanese 
barges off Saidor, Seven of them 
were loaded with troops. While 
MacArthur made no estimate of 
the Japanese lost here, self-pro 
pelled Japanese barges carry any

Hopkins Down 


With Influenza 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(>)— 
Harry Hopkins, the White House 
confidant, whose biggest daily 
problem is how to make a frail 
physique and a driving mental en- 
ergy come out even, is in the hos- 
pital again. 

Hopkins, closest adviser of 
President Roosevelt, entered the 
Naval hospital last week, his 
White House colleagues revealed 
today. He has influenza and may 
be confined for some time. 

The tall, glim counsellor, con: 
stantly on call at the President’s 
telephone, desk or bedside, has 
been plagued by recurring illness 
over a decade but bounces back 
each time to take on even more 
jobs for “‘The Chief.” 

As personal “sounding board” 
for presidential ideas, Hopkins 
was heard more of the intimate 
thoughts of Mr. Roosevelt than 
probably any other political asso- 
ciate. 

Hopkins pow is 53. For most of 
the 10 years he has been in Wash- 
ington, the lIowa-born ex-social 
worker has been bothered by a 
stomach illness. It plagued him 
while he was head of WPA, and 
recurred later when he was sec- 
retary of commerce. 

When war broke out, the Presi- 
dent had Hopkins moved into the 
White House so he could talk to 
him at any hour of the day or 
night. The Hopkins health didn’t 
permit him to live elsewhere un- 
der those conditions. 

He has had seven-league boots 
ever since, traveling as far as Mos- 
cow on missions for the President. 
He still spends nearly as much 
time in the White House as before 
though he and his third wife 
moved to a home in Georgetown 
recently.

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If Oatmeal Lacking, 
Blame It On the OPA 


Cooked oatmeal, or porridge, is one of the 
national dishes of Scotland. Perhaps there are 
more reasons for one than this. In the first 
place, properly prepared porridge is a most pala- 
table dish. (Dissenters please remember that tastes vary.) 
Secondly, it is a thrifty dish, which, according to all reports on 
Scotch characteristics, should strongly recommend it. The cost of 
a bowl of hot oatmeal is small. 


However, it has developed in the last year or two that this cost 
is actually smaller than it should be. Less than the cost of manu- 
facture, in fact, So, if you are so Scotch that’ you don’t mind in- 
justice to some other fellow, you will probably chuckle and eat your 
porridge with added relish. 

But this is a serious situation. There is something criminally 
wrong about any situation that forces business to swallow a loss, 
instead of making a reasonable margin of profit. No business can 
continue indefinitely on such a basis. Not only, then, is the situa- 
tion unfair and un-American, but it is dangerous and contains a 
drag threat to distribution and supply of an important article of 

iet. 

Here are some statistics on the situation as furnished by one of 
the largest processors of rolled oats. They speak for themselves. 


THE LOSS PER CASE Office of Price Administration ceiling 


prices are based on prices charged in 
the month of March, 1942. In that month the rolled oats manu- 
facturers were paying for the raw grain 58% cents per bushel. To- 
day they have to pay 83% cents, which is an increase of 42.6 per 
cent. You see the OPA has put no ceiling on the price of the raw 
grain. (Perhaps the agricultural bloc in congress is responsible 
for this.) ° 

But the OPA has put on a ceiling price on the processed food, 
made of those oats. They can’t be sold for more than that set maxi- 
mum, And the result is that this company of which I write, a 
typical one, has to take a loss of 51.4 cents every time they sell a 
case of 12 48-ounce packages. On gach case of 24 20-ounce pack- 
ages, their loss is 54.7 cents. 

Why don’t they take the matter up with the OPA, you ask? 
Well, read a little further. 

Since last July this company, with representatives of seven other 
manufacturers of rolled oats, have held ten—count ’em, ten—con- 
ferences in Washington with members of the Food Price Division, 
Package Specialties Sectiond of the OPA. Every official of the OPA 
who has attended these conferences has said that price adjustment 
is obviously necessary. 

Furthermore, in September and October of last year, the in- 
dustry has filed full and complete cost information with the OPA. 
And OPA officials, again, have all said this was the most complete 
and convincing data ever submitted by any person or industry. 

But, to date, the situation is unchanged. Price ceilings remain 
the same and the poor victims, the rolled oats manufacturers, con- 
tinue to go in the red every time they sell a case of goods. 

It is unfair. Which means it is un-American.

the wording of the law, the anti- 
inflation act of October, 1942. For that act clearly states, as follows: 

“Providing further that in the fixing of maximum prices on 
products resulting from the processing of agricultural commodities 
including livestock, a generally fair and equitable margin shall be 
allowed for such processing.” 

And, just to make the situation worse, the figures on loss per 
case, given above, are based only upon the increased cost of the 
raw grain. They make no allowance for increases in the costs of 
packaging, of labor and of other factors in the expense of manu- 
facture. If these were worked out undoubtedly the loss per case 
would be considerably greater. 


JUSTICE, FIRST We all of us, of course, want to see prices 

held down as much as possible. For rising 
prices is the sure road to currency inflation and economic collapse. 
But, if some prices are held down, all should be. It is wickedly 
unfair to make a man buy raw material without any price limit, 
but sell his finished product under a price ceiling that forces him 
to take a loss. . 

And, regardless of the dangers of inflation and of everything 
else, we, as a nation, should be scrupulously honest and just in our 
dealings with all our people. The facts cited above are conclusive 
evidence that the OPA has been neither honest nor just in its 
treatment of the rolled oats manufacturers. 

If something is not done, quickly, to change the situation, the 
rolled oats manufacturers will reach the point where, their case re- 
serves all exhausted, they'll have to cease manufacture. 

Which would mean no more bowls of oatmeal on the breakfast 
table. 

Compared to the injustice involved, this of course is a minor 
and perhaps selfish argument. 

But I do like my breakfast oatmeal.

Fair Enough 


NEW YORK.—The Army and 
Navy Journal reports that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s message to con- 
gress will recommend the enact- 
ment of a national service of 
civilian labor conscription act. 
The journal is not an official 
publication but it usually speaks 
with authority on the basis of 
sound information, 


It may be remembered in this 
connection that more than a year 
ago, Mrs. Roosevelt wrote in her 
column that there had been a 
very interesting Sunday evening 
discussion on this question at the 
White House and that she believed 
it would be nice if individuals 
were relieved of the personal 
problem of deciding what to do 
and the government should as- 
sume that task. Mrs. Roosevelt in- 
cluded women as well as men in 
her recommendations, 


There is a bill on the spike in 
congress, introduced last winter 
by Senator Austin, of Vermont, 
and Representative Wadsworth, of 
New York, both Republicans, 
which would permit civilian work- 
ers to be drafted for labor, re- 
taining their civilian status, be- 
tween ages of 18 and 65 as to 
men and 18 to 50 as to women. 
Pregnant women and mothers of 
children under 18 are exempted. 

There is already in practical 
operation a system of doubtful 
legality which has some of the 
effects of labor conscription. This 
is the clearance system by which 
workers are tied to their jobs by 
a penalty of a period of idleness 
if they quit without permission. 


DIFFERENT STATUS If true 


labor eonscription should be 
adopted the status and condition 
of the civilian worker would be 
much different from thet of the 
drafted fighting man, The fighter 
is drafted into the employ of his 
country. The worker, on the other 
hand, would be drafted by his 
government and assigned to work 
for a fellow citizen, though that 
fellow citizen might be a corpora- 
tion, who naturally would expect 
to make a profit out of him. The 
fighting man receives gvernment 
quarters, rations, medical atten- 
tion and other services. The civil- 
ian would have to shift for him- 
self in all such matters. 


If such conscription is proposed 
the question finally will have to 
be met honestly whether workers 
taken under compulsion shall also 
be compelled to join unions in 
closed shop plants. Thus far the 
administration has refused _ to 
recognize the existence of such 
a question, but through the em- 
ployment service, has neverthe- 
less forced men and women to 
join. In some placés, the employ- 
ment service and the unions have 
worked so close together as to be 
barely distinguishable. 

The necessity for such conscrip- 
tion will be debated earnestly 
with some heat if Mr. Roosevelt 
offers such a -proposal and he, | 
himself, doubtless will be criti-| 
cized as being responsible in some | 
degree for the labor shortage if! 
a shortage does exist. His admin-| 
istration’s labor policy wastes 
much man power by the mainte- 
nance of make-work and mock- 
work rules in many fields of em- 
ployment and the 5,000 and odd 
strikes which have occurred since 
Pearl Harbor are associated in the 
public mind with and, in many 
cases are directly chargeable, to

TO OFFSET NAZI CLAIMS Why the practice was aban 


doned in the present case has 
not yet been made clear, but the best surmise offered in informed 
military circles is that the British wanted to announce the new sen- 
sational rocket plane at this particular time as a means of offset- 
ting all of the claims of new weapons that have come out of Berlin 
lately. The Nazis have been harping on this theme now for some 
time. 
The importance of the announcement we have just made about 
the new rocket or jet-propulsion warplane far transcends any of 
the claims made by the Germans for their vaunted rocket gun. 


Unless the Germans are able to duplicate it in time, which they 
certainly will not be equal to considering the long period British and 
American air technicians have spent in perfecting it, the new plane, 
according to those competent to speak, will be enough to destroy 
the last vestige of Axis air power. Its superiority will be so great 
over anything the Germans or the Japs have to offer that it would 
be like pitting a Model T Ford against a 1942 model modern motor 
car. 

London sources give the new propelleriess plane a speed of be 
tween 500 and 600 miles per hour, with hints that it may do even 
hetter. That is from 100 to 200 miles per hour faster than the best 
of the present orthodox types used on cither side. 

What that means in combat is easy to visualize. A fleet of these 
fast fighters-—o; bombers—would be able to fly rings around any- 
thing in the skies. Their terrific speed will make them almost 


invulnerable to attack. 
DOOM OF LUFTWAFFE SEEN Undoubtedly the Germans 
will be able to realize that 


the doom of their air power was sounded in the announcement of 
the new rocket plane. 

Perhaps therein lies the reason for putting the announcement 
out somewhat prematurely. Some of our own officials are said to 
have argued against it, preferring to wait until we were ready to 
send the war craft into action. But the British sensed the havoc 
the new weapon would cause in the war of nerves. They wanted 
to let the information out with the full dramatic effect of surprise. 
* Certainly it was a major surprise. The plane’s development has 
been one of the best kept secrets of the war. Not even the other 
American plane manufacturers knew that it was coming along. 
Larry Bell, whose Bell Aircraft Company is one of those producing 
the ship, managed to keep the secret well. 

Turning a moment from war to peace, it is possible to see where 
the new type of plane will révolutionize air transportation after 
the war. At the great speeds attributed to it, we should soon 
see the day, not long after the war, when travel from California to 
New York will involve a flight of no more than five hours, possibly 
less. From Atlanta to New York would require about two hours, 
while flights from New York to most European capitals would in- 
volve little more than the time now spent on a train between Wash- 
ington and New York, a distance of some 250 miles.

DUBLIN.—I will try to tell you now about

which is steeped in 


Georgia history, and of the great gray hulk of a 


man who is the boatman there. 


His name is Roswell Adolphus Watson and in the days of his 
youth he was a giant among men. He stood six feet four in his stock- 
ing feet and he weighed 365 pounds and the fame of his size and his 
singing was wide in this part of the country. 


He is old now, and stiff with 
paralysis, but he still lives in the 
little shack up the sand road from 
the ferry, and when the long hal 
loo comes from across the river, 
from the lonely land of the Buck: 
eye district and the old lost set- 
tlements there, he rises and hob- 
bles on his cane and pushes the 
big flat boat out in the stream so 
the slow and powerful current of 
the red Oconee can shove it across. 

He is a back-country Georgian, 
farmer and ferryman and peace 
officer all his days, but he speaks 
in flawless English free from 
idiom, with a slow, measured 
pace to his words that gives to 
his speech the sonorous roll of 
lines spoken by an actor. 
LEGENDS AND MEMORIES 

“Mistah Mah-den,” he says, sit- 
ting in a cane-bottomed chair in 
the sun beside his porch, an old 
black hat perched high upon his 
massive head, his giant frame 
wrapped in an ancient overcoat, 
“you have come to me to learn the 
history of this place and I can 
tell you. For my memory goes 
back for more than half a cen- 
tury, and all the legends and the 
memories of old people who died 
when I was a boy I have heard 
and remembered. 

“There was a ferry here, built 
by white men, before Oglethorpe 
founded Georgia, for the story 
has come down to us through the 
Indians of a white tribe that came 
here and stopped awhile and then 
moved on to the west. Who they 
were we cannot know, but they 
must have been the surviving 
members of the Lost Colony of 
Roanoke. 

DESOTO’S PIGS 

“Hernando DeSoto came this 
way, and if I had my strength I 
could walk with you down the 
river to the Rock Shoals, and 
show yo& where his soldiers 
crossed, and where the pigs they 
carried for food scrambled from 
the swimming horses and were 
carried away and drowned. 

“I could take you and show you 
where the cabins stood of the first 
white men to come here, whose 
names we know. They were Tram- 
bles and Bateys, and where they 
came from we do not know, but 
60 years ago when she was 90, old 
Aunt Tempy Hall, who was a 
Batey, told me of them, and how 
they were befriended by old Chief 
Kitchee, whose village stood on 
that high bluff down there. 

“IT could show you the land they 
cleared, the oldest piece of cleared 
land in Georgia, still fruitful and 
in good tilth, and still known to- 
day as the “Hundred Acres.” 

“Tl could show you Springfield, 
where old General Blackshear for 
whom this ferry was named, built 
his indigo mills and his wheat 
mills and worked his 400 slaves. 
All gone now but the markers 
that the D, A. R. put up mark the 
place. I could tell you how he 
drove the Indians out, and I can 


show you the graves of the three 
old braves that he allowed to stay 
to guard the burial ground of their 


| ancestors. 


“I am an old man now, and my 
mind turns back upon these 
things, and I remember them.” 
ROUTE OF THE LANDLESS 
_ And he went on and on, talk- 
ing through the long afternoon. 
Of how the old Tri-State road 
crossed here, and how over it 
came the restless, land-hungry 
sons of the old Tidewater fami- 


ties of Virginia and South Caro- 


lina, beating westward through 
the wilderness in search of a new 
home. And of how Jefferson Davis 
crossed here on his flight. And 
of his own early days on the 
river, when the cotton wagons 
creaked down to the landing in 
caravans, headed for Dublin, and 
how he made as many as 100 
trips, across and back, a day. 

“I was a*young man, then, and 
strong, and.a singer of the gos- 
pel songs and long before the 
wagons reached the ferry they 
could hear me singing. I was a 
singer of songs and a composer of 
songs, and if you are to write 
about me, and about the ferry, I 
wish you would write down the 
words to a song I have written, so 
that other folks may sing it when 
I am dead and gone.” 

I told him I would if he would 
sing it for me so I could get it 
down. So there on a little rise by 
the river, he sang his song, his 
dim old eyes closed and his great 
arms beating time. And I put it 
down here as I promised I would. 
THE BOATMAN’S SONG 

“Oh my name is in the Lamb’s 
Book of Life. Oh ‘tis written in 
the Book of His Son. When the 
judgment day rolls ‘round I will 
hear the welcome sound, ‘Come 
thou blessed of my Father, well 
done.’ 

“Lo, my name is in the Lamb’s 
Book of Life. Oh, ’tis written in 
the book of free grace. I shall 
dwell forever there, free’ from 
sorrow, pain and care, with my 
Saviour in that happy, bright 
place.” 

He paused a moment and ‘rew 
a breath and looked about him at 
the fields and the trees and the 
river. Then he sang the refrain. 

“Oh, the glory I shall wear. Oh 
the rapture I shall share, when 
those fields of fadeless beauty I 
shall tread. There the giver of 
all grace will reveal His smiling 
face, with all Heaven’s radiant 
glories ‘round me spread.” 

That was the end of the old 
boatman’s song, and I left him 
there by the river with his ghosts 
and his memories, and his vision 
of “fields of fadeless beauty” still 
to come.

The controversy between Mr. 
Willkie and Pravda does nothing 
to clarify issues. Mr. Willkie un- 
doubtedly meant his article as a 
friendly gesture. He also meant it. 
I think, as an instrument for mol- 
lifying home critics of Russian- 
Polish affairs. From Moscow, how- 
ever, the article looks like a move- 
ment on the part of a presidential! 
candidate to open a matter they 


consider settled. Both the article | 


and the reaction to it shows the 
wide difference in the evaluation 
of the issue. The question is not 
considered of vital national inter- 
est to the people of the United 
States, who therefore feel free to 
discuss it in terms of general prin- 
ciples. The question is considered 
vital by the Russian government 
and therefore they refuse to dis- 
cuss it at all. 

The fact that the New York 
Times cabled the article to Russia 
in advance of publication, did not 
help matters. No doubt it was ca- 
bled as a gesture to indicate the 
friendliness of Mr. Willkie’s in- 
tentions. But in Moscow they must 
have regarded the cable as proof 
that the article was not addressed 
only to America, but also to the 
Kremlin. 

It is characteristic of the Anglo- 
Saxon and democratic method 
to believe that you can always set- 
tle issues if you just sit down as 
friends around a table. Actually 
we only settle such issues that way 
as don’t greatly matter. Whenever 
genuine national interest is in- 
volved we settle it, ultimately, ac- 
cording to the power naked or 
veiled, that we are able to muster. 


| DANGEROUS 


And nothing is ever more dan- 
gerous to peace, than for a country 
to meddle in affairs where it has 
neither the intention nor the pow- 
er to enforce its decisions. By that 
method it increases distrust, and 
actually encourages the other side 
to extend its claims and enlarge 
its power, in anticipation of possi- 
ble future trouble. 

Thus a sound foreign policy 
must first of all be based upon 
recognition of the existing power 
structure. The effectiveness of a 
stand on “principles” is exactly 
measured by the ultimate willing- 
ness to fight for them. Neither 
Great Britain nor the United 
States is willing to fight over any 
western borders that Russia has 
so far claimed. We do a grave dis- 
service to our Polish allies by 
every gesture that might encour- 
age them to think we would. Leav- 
ing all matters of sympathy aside, 
the Anglo-American countries are 
not in the power position to do so. 
BRITAIN COMMITTEE 

The United States has no com- 
mittments in Europe whatsoever. 
The Atlantic charter is not a com- 
mittment; it was made months be- 
fore America entered the war, and 
is an expression of principles that 


the President, at least, would like| 


to see observed. Our Polish friends 
cannot call upon it, however, be- 
cause they have never been will- 
ing to accept its principles. They 
demand the incorporation of East 
Prussia into Poland, though by no 
stretch of the imagination can one 
apply to this the principle of “no 
change of territory without the 
will of the population.” The Polish 
government is concerned with 
uestions of power and strategical 
rontiers, exactly as Russia is. 
When Polanti took the western 
Ukraine, Vilna and Teschen, she

Desire is the motive that di- 
rects our lives from the cradle to 
the grave. Everything that we do, 
good or bad, selfish or unself- 
ish, is prompted by desire. No 
other motive cam stand against it. 
Even when conscience prompts us 
to.make a dutiful sacrifice, we do 
it because the desire to do what 
is right is greater than the desire 
to avoid it. 

Last year a certain young busi- 
nessman, being troubled by a per- 
sistent sore throat, decided to 
quit smoking.

The 
desire to be well thought of and 
the desire to stay out of jail are 
usually stronger than the desire 
to violate the rules. 

When we unwittingly work 
against desire, we make any prob- 
lem more difficult; when we har- 
ness desire and let it work for us, 
the problem almost solves itself.

While I was there one day back 
during the holiday season, we 
were standing around outside—a 
dozen or more medics, telephone 
linemen, packers and slightly in- 
jured men—when all of a sudden 
came that familiar and rapid 
whine and we all ducked. 


The shell exploded with a ter- 
rific blast about a hundred yards 


away, and for 20 seconds after-' 


wards we had a very weird Christ- 
mas atmosphere indeed as big and 
little pieces of shrapnel tinkled 
and clattered down upon the 
rocks around us with a ringing 
metallic sound. 


Practically everybody I’ve run 
into in the Army got Christmas 
packages. I know of one captain—

He’s 
been in the hospital more than a 
month now and is just about ready 
to go back to duty. 

Jentzen used to manage cream- 
ery plants in Albuquerque, Por- 
tales, and Las Cruces. So, having 
come from Albuquerque so re- 
cently, I tortured him by telling 
him what the New Mexico sun 
felt like, how the air smelled, and 
how beautiful the Sandias were at 
sunset.

The Worry Clinic

Jesus was a scientific man. 
He preached’ a logical creed. 
“When the church’s rules or 
ritual are not logical,” He said 
in effect, “then the church is 
wrong and should be disregard- 
ed on that point.” A church’s 
fiat or blessing can never trans- 
form error into justice, nor con- 
vert fallacy into logic.

Case B-230: Mary P., aged 16, 
has very religious parents. 

“They make me go to church 
three or four times per week,” 
she said, “and are opposed to 
dancing, card playing and many 
other things that my high school 
classmates enjoy. 

“They are very good to’ me 
otherwise, however, and practice 
their religion, but the church has 


so many old-fashioned rules and 
regulations that I don’t know 
what to believe. 

“Dr. Crane, is the church In- 
fallible? Can’t it fall far behind 
the times and be out of touch with 
current problems?” 

DIAGNOSIS 

The moral statements of Jesus 
are not old-fashioned nor out of 
touch with reality. Jesus is as up- 
to-date as this newspaper. 

But thousands of interpreters of 
Christ’s views have added their 
own human opinions during the 
intervening 19 centuries. 

They have thus often cluttered 
up the issue of real morality with 
many unwise injunctions. Some 
of the latter were possibly logical 
at one time or another in human 
history, but some never did make 
sense, as when the clerics opposed 
the use of anesthesia in surgery. 

But times change. Thus, the 
church ritual may contain rules 
that are just as far behind today’s 
problems as many of our state 
laws, where we still have statutes 
to the effect that no non-horse 
drawn vehicle should use the 
roads unless a man walks along in 
front with a lantern! 

HORSE SENSE IN RELIGION 

The Apostle Paul, for example, 
was the chief missionary during 
the first century of the Christian 
church, and he deserves to be 


called a saint, but that doesn't | 


mean he was free from faults and | 
mistakes in judgment. 

Moses likewise lost his temper 
and thus was debarred from eén- 
tering into the Promised Land. 
Elisha flew off the handle because 
some children made fun of his 
bald head, so he had them killed.

HUNCHBACK

RIBOFLAVIN AND TIRED EYES 

Can you tell me what if any ef- 
fect riboflavin has on eyes irri- 
tated by glare. Understand it is 
given to fliers who are exposed to 
such light. (R. H. G.) 

Answer—Tiredness of eyes, ach- 
ing, watering of eyes, feeling as 
though sand in eyes, and vascular- 
ization or “broken” blood vessels 
on the surface of eyeball, are fre- 
quently signs of riboflavin defi- 
ciency—riboflavin is rapidly de- 
stroyed by light. Still more char- 


facteristic signs of riboflavin (vita- 


min G) deficiency are fissures at 
corners of mouth, irritation, pale- 
ness and maceration of lips, then 
soreness and redness and cracking

in lower lip. Riboflavin is one of 
the B- complex vitamins. Best food 
source is a quart or more of milk 


a day. For relief of such symp- 


toms it is better to take syrup, 
capsule or tablet of vitamin B com- 
plex than to take just riboflavin 
alone.

If you follow these ar- 
ticles, you can reduce weight or 
gain it, according to your needs, 
and you can normalize your 
measurements so that your fig- 
ure is just as you'd like it. 


You thin girls almost invaria- 
bly think of fatigue in terms of 


overwork. It doesn’t occur to you 
that your energy may be away be- 
low par because of your poor food 
habits, 

The fact that you are under- 
weight is proof you do not eat 
enough, You are apt to be rather 
“nicky” about what you eat at 
any time. And when you feel un- 
der the weather or have hazy 
symptoms of indigestion, you 
imagine it must be something you 
ate—so you leave some other good 
food out of your menus, milk, or 
the egg, or orange juice, or what- 
ever you think upset you. 

One thin, nervous girl had only 
orange juice and coffee for break- 
fast and didn’t do much better by 
herself at the other two meals. 
She decided the orange juice was 
“too acid,” and cut down to coffee 
in the morning. Any nutritionist 
could have told her the food she 
was not getting was making her 
edgy and tired. She agreed to 
give food a trial. She added a hot 
whole grain cereal, with wheat 
germ mixed in, and served with 
milk and cream, to the orange 
juice and coffee breakfast, and 
improved her meals to the same

The best thing you thin girls 


could do is to forget about your 
food notions and get three good 
meals a day. You need the pro- 
tective foods, milk, eggs, whole 
grain cereal and green leafy vege- 
tables, because they help you to 
assimilate the extra calories you 
get in such wholesome foods as 
potatoes, cream sauces, simple 
desserts, and bread and butter 
with each meal. 

You have to build up a better 
food capacity. You can’t sudden- 
ly begin eating much larger 
amounts of food at each meal. So 
don’t try. Make the increase grad- 
ually, and take some of your cal- 
ories between meals. An eggnog 
milk shake or just plain milk is 
easy to get down and it gives you 
a quick pick-up in energy. 

Besides improving your eating 
habits, you have to learn to let 
down. You use too much energy 
in nervous tension. If you can 
afford it, have Swedish massage 
once a week—twice a week is bet- 
ter for awhile. The massage helps 
to break the tension and the more 
often you can do this, the easier 
it becomes for you to let down.

They will be there then. The present season is that far out 

of line. 

“I wish the season started about January 15 and lasted until, say, 
February 25. That would give us great shooting. As matters stand, 
we have only desultory flights in season,” Bill Flinn said, 

It is probably just es well that Judge Mercer Jordan couldn’t 
get away for the closing day of duck shooting. Hardly more than 
a dozen ducks winged across the island plantation. None came into 
the ponds. Wary coots stuck near the great growths of duck grass. 

Hunters’ guns were quiet. Chattering squirrels in the forest 
are lucky they weren’t tattooed with No. 4 shot. 

The weather was ideal for duck flights, cold and overcast, and 
on such a day later on a man on a stand without a gun could easily 
bliow his top. 

“A —_ in migratory waterfow! laws, giving us a later 
season. would offer excellent duck shooting along the coast. 

It would bring many additional visitors who'd boost revenue, 

said Flinn.

SHOOTING DESCRIBED 


According to witnesses working | 
at the hat factory on September 
10 and present at the time of the 
shooting, Cochran entered the sec- 
ond floor of the factory, where his 
wife was seated at a trimming 
table, and whispered to her. She 
refused to go out with him, the 
witnesses said, and he grabbed 
her wrist. A few seconds later, 
witnesses said, Cochran fired 
three shots at his wife. 

Sergeant John Davis, of the 
Fulton county police, testified 
that he heard the shots in a bar- 
bershop a few doors from the fac- 
tory, followed Cochran into his 
parked car and took a revolver 
from him. With Charles S. Stew- 
art, attorney and indictment clerk 
at the courthouse, Davis remained 
with the defendant in the barber- 
shop until city police arrived. 

It was brought out in the de- 
fense testimony that Cochran, 
whose bandaged head was bowed 
during most of the trial, had 
butted his head against the bars 
at the city jail in an attempt at 
suicide. 


DEFENDANT AILING 

Two Atlanta physicians and 
doctors at Veterans’ Hospital 48 
testified the defendant was suffer- 
ing from heart disease and ulcer- 
ated stomach. The family physi- 
cian, Dr. J. D. Nall, stated he had 
visited Cochran at the home of his 
82-year-old father, A. R. Cochran, 
of 559 English avenue, N. W., sev- 
eral days before the shooting and 
found him in pain and in a-nerv- 
ous state; and on the morning of 
the shooting, he said he was vis- 
ited by the defendant, to whom he 
administered an eighth of a grain 
of morphine. He then ordered him 
home, he said. 

Assistant Solicitor Quincy Ar- 
nold, prosecuting attorney, pre- 
sented the revolver, identified by 
Sergeant Davis, and divorce pa- 
pers filed by Mrs. Cochran, as 
state’s evidence.
